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PREFACE 


The present work constitutes the catalogue of the Late Byzantine coins in the Ashmolean 
Museum. The Oxford collection is particularly valuable as a source of information, and as 
a stepping stone towards further research. Firstly, it is a systematic university collection 
and includes Simon Bendall’s collection which was deliberately put together for scientific 
purposes by a leading scholar and collector who created a system of reference for Palaeologan 
coins. Secondly, it is a highly comprehensive collection, containing sequences of issues and 
specimens of all the best known types, including a respectable number of the rarest types. 
Thirdly, it consists of coins that come from different modern and historical sources, permitting 
the undertaking of different methods of examination. For all these reasons, analysis of the 
collection offers important opportunities to trace developments in the material content, 
denominations and iconography of Late Byzantine coinage, as well as shedding light on places 
and methods of production and raising new and intriguing questions for the study of Late 
Byzantine numismatics. The Ashmolean collection increases the general database of Byzantine 
numismatic material available for the thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth centuries; adds to the 
photographic dossier of hoard-coins, which have previously been very badly illustrated or not 
illustrated at all; provides a wider coverage of types for the period 1204-1261 than Dumbarton 
Oaks Catalogue (DOC) IV, which, in the main, contains coins from the Harvard University 
collection; and brings to light a series of unpublished overstrikes, which aids in arranging the 
coinage in a proper chronological sequence. 

The catalogue of the Late Byzantine coins in the Ashmolean was developed through a 
detailed classification of the coins and with descriptions of their physical character. Part A of 
the Introduction is concerned with the provenance of the coins that now form the collection, 
while Part B presents the method by which I incorporated Bendall’s collection into the existing 
Ashmolean coins, and gives brief information about the collection’s size and its metallic 
and typological content. Part C classifies the coins in the Ashmolean according to metals, 
mints, denominations, weight structures, imperial authorities, religious, imperial and other 
iconographic types and varieties, and inscriptions-monograms, analyses a number of overstrikes, 
and concludes with the presentation of new issues accommodated in the collection. 

This work has greatly benefited from DOC IV and V, which have marked an important 
advancement in our understanding of the Byzantine currency of the twelfth-fifteenth centuries. 
The discovery of new numismatic finds, the re-examination of the accumulated evidence, and 
the progress of current research, however, sometimes re-arrange the existing material and 
suggest different lines of inquiry, which will enable us to build on and beyond the foundation 
laid by DOC IV and V. Even such a great achievement as DOC IV and V should not be 
allowed to become fossilized. Likewise, it should be noted that new finds can quickly make 
the suggestions and conclusions presented in this book outdated, and create opportunities for a 
different or more refined analysis. 

The present book is a slightly revised version of one third of my doctoral thesis, which was 
entitled Byzantine Coinage AD 1204-1453: Some Problems in Monetary Affairs (University 
of Oxford, 2005). I am grateful to the supervisor of the thesis, Prof. Nicholas Mayhew, for his 
invaluable help in developing the dissertation. I am also indebted to the examiners of the thesis, 
Prof. Michael Metcalf and Dr. Vasso Penna, as well as to Dr. James Howard-Johnston, Dr. 
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Marlia Mango, Dr. Catherine Holmes, Prof. Elizabeth Jeffreys, and Prof. Vassos Karageorghis, 
who have always been ready with their time and advice. My special thanks go to Dr. David 
Gwynn, who scrutinized the typescript carefully, and for his numerous helpful comments and 
suggested improvements to the text. Iam also grateful to Dumbarton Oaks’ summer programme 
in Byzantine Numismatics and Sigillography (1-26 July 2002) for invaluable input, and for 
generously releasing to me the special numismatic fonts used in the catalogue.

INTRODUCTION 


A. Background to the Collection’ 

The Ashmolean collection of Late Byzantine coins consists of two groups. The first and smaller 
group forms the original Ashmolean collection. In autumn of 1999 the Ashmolean Museum 
acquired the second and larger group of coins formed by Simon Bendall (pictured below), who 
assembled it systematically over a period of nearly thirty years. More specifically, the origin of 
the ‘Bendall’ Byzantine collection goes back to 1954, when Bendall acquired his first Byzantine 
coin, a billon trachy of Isaac II. The exceptionally wide variety of types and provenances 
of this collection results mainly from the fact that as a professional commercial numismatist 
Bendall was able to establish a wide network of contacts not only with other coin dealers 
and collectors, but also with scholars interested 
in the field. He attended every International 
Numismatic Congress held between the late 
1960s and the late 1980s, as well as the annual 
# Byzantine symposia held in the UK. In those 
years, Bendall was, perhaps, the only person 
specializing entirely in the coinage of the last 
250 years of the Byzantine Empire. Hence, he 
was able to acquire coins from many dealers, 
| collectors and friends both in Europe and 
in the USA. Moreover, from the early 1970s 
until the mid-1980s Byzantine coins were very 
inexpensive, and Bendall acquired the bulk of 
his collection at that time, even coins in poor 
condition if they were not represented in his 
collection, while he used any duplicates he acquired for the purpose of exchange. In this way 
he was able to acquire a few rare coins from both Dumbarton Oaks and the British Museum 
- in the days when museums made exchanges - and to make other exchanges with various 
collectors, some of whom, such as R.N. Bridge and J. Wilkinson, not being interested in the 
later Byzantine coinage, gave Bendall a number of coins. Today, out of 641 coins published 
by Bendall in 1988, 285 rest in the Ashmolean collection. Unfortunately, while Bendall was 
living in Los Angeles in 1989, all his Palaeologan coins were stolen with the exception of 
those of the reign of Michael VIII and certain others.’ In 1991 Bendall was able to recover 
approximately twenty per cent of his stolen coins, and between 1990 and 2000 he was also able 
to add considerably to his collection. The expansion of the Ashmolean collection continued in 
2001, when the Ashmolean Museum purchased some individual Late Byzantine coins from 
A.H. Baldwin & Sons Ltd, and from Bendall, who still continues to collect. 

To date there are four publications that describe and illustrate specimens of the material 
presently under discussion: Bendall’s Private Collection of Palaeologan Coins, Hendy’s

The Ashmolean Museum acquired the second group of coins with assistance from Resource, the National Art 
Collections Fund, the Carl and Eileen Subak Family Foundation, and the Friends of the Ashmolean.

Among the coins that were not stolen were a number of coins from the collection of Bertelé, which Bendall had 
just acquired. These coins had just been discovered by Bertelé’s family, and had therefore not been sold with the 
rest of the collection to Dumbarton Oaks in the 1960s. 
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Catalogue of the Byzantine Coins in the Dumbarton Oaks Collection and in the Whittemore 
Collection, Metcalf’s Coinage of the Crusades and the Latin East in the Ashmolean Museum, 
and Sear’s Byzantine Coins and their Values. In addition to these works, there are also a series 
of articles published in numismatic journals illustrating specimens that now belong to the 
Ashmolean coin collection. Hitherto, however, there has been no Ashmolean catalogue of its 
Byzantine coins. 


B. The New Collection’s Size and Content 
The identification, sorting and labeling of the entire joint collection followed the lines and 
classification of coins established by DOC IV and V, except where those classifications were 
in need of amplification. 

The coins listed in the Catalogue cover the years 1204-1453, and amount to 1128 
specimens, most of them in fine condition. The majority of the specimens have not previously 
been published, and in a few instances coins in the Catalogue confirm reports of the only one 
or two similar coins known to numismatists. The collection is representative of the original 
currency used in the period 1204-1453. It is particularly rich in billon and copper coins, with 
an exceptionally good coverage of imperial authorities, dates and mints. Moreover, it musters a 
considerable proportion of the currently recorded types and varieties: it includes 363 types out 
of 640 recorded in DOC IV and V, with a wider coverage than DOC IV of types of the period 
1204-1261.’ The Ashmolean coin collection also includes several specimens of the same type, 
so that designs and inscriptions can more easily be pieced together and identified. 


C. Classification of the Material 


1. Metals 
The Byzantine coins of the period 1204-1453 accommodated in the Heberden Coin Room were 
minted in five metals: gold, silver, electrum, billon and copper:

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For the period 1204-1261 (Graph 1) the most common metal in the Ashmolean is the billon 
(84 per cent), followed by the copper (7.6 per cent), the electrum (c. 5.5 per cent), and the gold 
(c. 2.9 per cent). The collection, like the currency of the time, completely lacks silver, for in 
the period 1204-1261 the billon supply adequately filled the gap between gold and copper. The 
gold, electrum and billon denominations all have concave shapes, which have been explained 
as an indication of their overvaluation in terms of their metallic content.’ 

For the period 1261-1453 (Graph 1) the bulk of the coinage in the collection is of copper 
(c. 42.7 per cent). Next in quantity is the silver coinage (c. 37 per cent), followed by the gold 
(c. 16.9 per cent), and the billon (3.4 per cent). The collection does not include any electrum 
coinage for this period. The explanation behind this lies in the importance silver attained at this 
time, meaning there was less reason to put it into electrum. The gold, the early silver, the billon, 
and partly the copper denominations retain the concave form of the previous period, as opposed 
to the flat fabric of other silver and copper denominations, which were of pure metal. 

All in all, the collection is particularly rich in billon coins (c. 40 per cent) and contains 
significant amounts of copper (c. 26.8 per cent) and silver (20.2 per cent), but only small 
amounts of gold (c. 10.5 per cent) and electrum (c. 2.5 per cent). Without doubt, the collection 
mirrors two phenomena: a) a decline in the metal content of the coinage perhaps reflecting an 
economic decline in the Empire, and/or a growth in demand for coin,’ and b) the shift in the 
Palaeologan period to a silver-based coinage, which replaced the older gold standard.’ 

An important feature of Byzantine coinage in the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries which 
has received growing attention is the gradual debasement” of the gold issues." Only metallurgical 
analyses of coins can yield accurate results verifying in surviving coins standards of fineness 
mentioned in contemporary texts and documents,” which would clarify the attribution of 
problematic issues and give insight into how debasement developed. The present work takes 
into account three major studies carried out in 1985, 1988 and 1999 by Morrisson and her 
collaborators, who have marked an important advance in outlining with reasonable accuracy 
the different standards of fineness of the hyperpyron” and of the Late Byzantine silver and 
billon coinage.”

An apparent shortage in monetary supply may actually reflect a growing demand for money, linked to the 
growth of population and the opening of new trade markets. One available solution was to lower the value of the 
currency by reducing the fineness of the coinage, and to increase the number of pieces in circulation, in other 
words to multiply the monetary units. 

The co-existence of two precious metal currencies introduced problems. Mayhew (1999, p. 32) correctly pointed 
out that running a currency composed of gold as well as silver was more complicated than one consisting only 
i.e. of silver.

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2. Mints 

Mints and their products provided a medium of exchange for the citizens, as well as income to the 
fiscal administration from the profits of the minting process." It has been claimed that the Latin 
Empire possibly maintained the Great Palace mint, and that under the Palaeologan emperors 
minting probably remained within the domain of the vestiarion and its mooxaOyjuevoc.” 
Unfortunately, Byzantine numismatic scholarship lacks a monograph on the Byzantine mints 
active in the period 1204-1453, mainly due to the absence of Byzantine mint archival records.” 
This area of research, however, has been advanced recently by Bendall,'* Morrisson,” Penna,” 
and Touratsoglou,” with special reference to the coinage from Thessalonica and Philadelphia. 

Late Byzantine coins do not indicate their mint,” a fact which sharpens the critical sense in the 
recognition of style, fabric and production techniques.” Standard criteria of mint identification 
do not appear to have existed. But the exposition of types helps to outline the criteria on which 
the classification in DOC IV and V has been based, and to build up a profile for the coinage and 
its mints. 

Independent mints were established in the capitals of the Byzantine states of Nicaea, 
Thessalonica and Epirus after 1204. The mints of Nicaea and Magnesia maintained the 
Comnenian iconographic tradition, while the mints of Thessalonica and Arta gradually adopted 
new types. In the Palaeologan period the mint of Constantinople was the main provider of coins 
for the Byzantine Empire. 

Since recent scholarship has attached particular importance to the mint of Thessalonica 
and its well-defined identity, it seems appropriate to give an integrated description of the 
Thessalonican mint’s specific characteristics. Style and iconographic considerations are the 
bases for attributing types to the mint of Thessalonica.* The main traits of the Thessalonican 
repertory, which were first established under the Ducas dynasty and then taken over by John 
III and the Palaeologans, are: firstly, the type of the ruler being handed the city by a saint. 
Secondly, the representation of the emperor/s holding or accompanied by objects of large

It is of particular interest that the reverse of Manuel Comnenus-Ducas’ billon trachy G (364) bears the 

inscription MANSHA AECNOT NOAIC O@ECCAAONIKH O ATIOC AIM. 

The coins themselves provide insights into the techniques that produced them. All Byzantine coins were struck. 

Obverse-reverse die alignment was with some few exceptions standard practice in all metals. The standard 

works which describe the methods of striking Late Byzantine trachea, whose problematic shape entailed a 

specialized manufacturing sequence, are Bendall’s and Sellwood’s (Bendall — Sellwood 1978; Sellwood 1980; 

see also Delamare — Montmitonnet — Morrisson 1988, pp. 44-7). The suggested techniques involved two (half 

and half) concave upper dies and a convex lower die — the flan (or blank) capped the lower convex die. 

Other criteria of identification are die duplications (Bendall 1995b, p. 139) and localization by find spots 

(Grierson 1967, p. 318).

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dimensions.” Thirdly, the occurrence of novel representations” and of figures turned slightly to 
the left (viewer’s side).* Fourthly, the blazon-like types for the obverses,” such as the lily,” the 
“floriate” cross type (Otaveds Eta mvEExPOAWY),” the star or daisy-type,” the cross-type,” 
and the monogram-type.” Fifthly, accessory symbols and decorative elements, which play a 
subordinate role filling gaps in the design,” appear more frequently on Thessalonican issues.” 
Finally, the Thessalonican coins are lighter than their Constantinopolitan equivalents.” 

For the period 1204-1261 the products of the following five mints are present in the 
collection: Constantinople, Thessalonica, Nicaea, Magnesia and Arta.* Hendy has posited that, 
following the Latin conquest of 1204, the Byzantine government went into exile to Asia Minor,

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and in mid.-1205 started issuing its coins in the new capital, Nicaea.” Slightly later, however, 
probably during the period 1210/11-12 or very shortly afterwards, the mint was transferred to 
Magnesia, where most of the coinage of the Empire of Nicaea was struck.” For the period of 
the Latin occupation (1204-1224) the mint of Thessalonica issued the products of the Latin 
invaders, but after the recapture of the city from the Latins in 1224 it operated at first under the 
Thessalonican emperors, and from 1246 until 1255/56 under Nicaean rule." A mint operating 
more or less at the same time as the mint of Thessalonica for the rulers of Epirus was the mint 
of Arta; however, the exact date of its inception remains unknown.” 36.68 per cent of the 
specimens in the collection were issued in the mint of Thessalonica, and 26.41 per cent were 
products of the mint of Magnesia. As far as the mint of Constantinople is concerned, for this 
period the collection contains only issues of the Latin invaders (22.43 per cent), providing an 
insight into the nature and number of issues that were in circulation. 

For the period 1261-1453 the number of mints slightly increased. The issues of the 
following four (possibly five) mints are present in the Ashmolean: Magnesia, Constantinople, 
Thessalonica, Philadelphia, and possibly Adrianople or Didymoteicho. Unfortunately, there 
is still uncertainty about the attribution of several issues to particular mints. For the moment 
the balance of evidence indicates that for the Palaeologan period the bulk of the Ashmolean 
specimens dated up to 1453 were issued in the mint of Constantinople. Of the rest, on the basis 
of standards set up by Bendall* and Morrisson,* c. 15 per cent of the Palaeologan issues in 
the collection have been identified as products of the Thessalonican mint, suggesting that the 
mint of Thessalonica was still active down to the 1380s. Furthermore, profiting from Bendall’s 
work,” 1.3 per cent of the Palaeologan material has been attributed to the mint of Philadelphia, 
suggesting the operation of that mint continued into the 1270s or 1280s. Finally, the existence 
of one silver coin attributed by Bendall to the reign of John V-John VI (853)* raises the question 
of the operation of a mint of John VI in Thrace, either in Didymoteicho or Adrianople. The 
existence of other presumed mints, also proposed by Bendall, requires further investigation.” 

It is generally accepted that not all the above mints struck coins in all metals. Analysis of 
the material in Oxford makes this explicit. The gold coins in the collection were struck almost 
exclusively in Magnesia and Constantinople, although the evidence of five hyperpyra of Michael 
VIII (574-8) attributed by Bendall to the mint of Thessalonica, and of four hyperpyra of the same 
ruler (603-6) attributed by Bendall to the mint of Philadelphia,* reopens the question regarding 
the production of Late Byzantine gold coins apart from the mint of Constantinople.” The

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electrum coins of the collection are products of the mints of Nicaea, Magnesia, Thessalonica and 
Arta, while the silver coins derive from the mints of Magnesia, Constantinople, Thessalonica,” 
and either Adrianople or Didymoteicho. As to billon coinage the Ashmolean specimens were 
struck in the mints of Constantinople, Thessalonica, Nicaea, Magnesia and Arta. Finally, the 
copper issues were minted in Magnesia, Thessalonica, Constantinople and Philadelphia. 


3. Denominations 
The Byzantine monetary system of the period 1204-1453 can be divided into the four following 
periods: a) the Latin conquest (1204-1261), b) the early Palaeologan period (1261-1304), c) the 
middle Palaeologan period or the period of the silver basilicon (1304-early 1370s), and d) the 
late Palaeologan period or the period of the silver stavraton (early 1370s-1453) (Table la-d).

Throughout the years 1204-1453, the basic moneys. of account were the hyperpyron, and its 
twenty-fourth part, the keration. Starting with the first monetary period, the collection contains 
denominations struck by the successor Byzantine states, being based on the modified monetary 
system of Alexius I Comnenus (1092). The denominations are the gold concave hyperpyron - 
perpero," the concave electrum trachy, the concave billon trachy, and the flat copper tetarteron 
with its fraction, the half-tetarteron.” Continuing with the second period, the denominations 
represented in the Ashmolean are the hyperpyron, the silver concave coin descended from 
the concave electrum coin of the twelfth century and called like it a trikephalon® or an asper 
(domoov), and also two denominations of copper - the concave stamenon* and the flat 
tetarteron. For the third period (1304-early 1370s), the hyperpyron, which continued being 
struck until c. 1355 (during the reign of John V-John VJ),” is present in Oxford; likewise the flat 
silver basilicon,” in practice called a ducat or a silver piece - agyvolov or domoov,” the billon 
tornese, followed later by the billon politikon coin,* the concave copper stamenon,” and the flat 
copper assarion, which virtually replaced the tetarteron, are all represented. In the fourth period 
(early 1370s-1453), gold coins were not struck; the term hyperpyron continued to be used only 
as a unit of account. The coins actually struck were the silver stavraton - uméomveoVv agyvedV 
- and its fractions, the half-stavraton and the eighth-stavraton® - called an asper or occasionally 
ducatopouli or ducatelli" - and two flat copper denominations, the tornese and the follaro.* 
Billon coinage was not struck in the very last phase of the Palaeologan period. 

The Ashmolean collection indicates the frequency with which denominations appeared in 
Byzantine economic life of the period 1204-1453. In the first monetary period (1204-1261) the

With the disappearance of the concave hyperpyron and the copper trachy in the 1350s there also vanished the 

concave fabric. 
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most common denomination struck by every successor state and the Latin rulers is the billon 
trachy (421 sp.,c. 83.9 per cent of the total amount of specimens from the period 1204-1261 in 
the collection). Next is the electrum trachy struck by the Empires of Nicaea and Thessalonica, 
as well as by the Despotate of Epirus (28 sp., c. 5.6 per cent), followed by the tetarteron, which 
was basically struck by the Empire of Nicaea (28 sp.), and by the Empire of Thessalonica (3 
sp.). Finally, the Ashmolean contains a moderate number of hyperpyra of the Empire of Nicaea 
(15 sp., c. 3 per cent). Moving to the second monetary period (1261-1304) the most popular 
denomination was the concave copper stamenon (127 sp., c. 54 per cent), followed very closely 
by the hyperpyron (100 sp., c. 42.6 per cent). Only 3 Constantinopolitan silver trachea are 
present in the collection, supporting the view that they were struck on a limited scale, and 
did not play an economic role of any consequence.* In the third monetary period (1304-early 
1370s) the most popular denominations, as demonstrated in the Ashmolean collection, were the 
basilicon (32 sp.,c. 27.4 per cent), and the flat copper assarion (38 sp.,c.32.5 per cent), followed 
by the concave copper stamenon (20 sp.,c. 17.1 per cent). Next were the billon denominations, 
namely the politikon (13 sp.,c. 11.1 per cent) and the tornese (9 sp., c. 7.7 per cent). Finally, 
for the last monetary period (early 1370s-1453), the most frequent denomination present in the 
collection is the half-stavraton (96 sp., c. 43.6 per cent). Next is the eighth stavraton (55 sp., 25 
per cent), followed by the stavraton (40 sp., c. 18.2 per cent), which is again followed by the 
copper tornese (17 sp., c. 7.7 per cent) and the copper follaro (12 sp.,c. 5.5 per cent). All in all, 
the dominant denominations were: in the first monetary period the billon trachy, in the second 
the copper stamenon and the hyperpyron, in the third the basilicon and the copper assarion, and 
in the last the half-stavraton. 

What is evident from the above is the multi-denominational nature of the Byzantine 
monetary system. Apart from the hyperpyron, which was the only gold denomination of the 
period 1204-1453, and the aspron trachy, which was the unique representative of the electrum 
coinage, the silver trachy was soon succeeded by the basilicon, which was followed by the 
stavraton and its fractions. Moreover, the billon trachy was succeeded by the tornese, and shortly 
after by the politikon, while the tetarteron and its half were followed by the stamenon and the 
assarion, which were finally replaced by the copper tornese and the follaro. The sophisticated 
character of the Byzantine monetary system, which comprised large, intermediate and small 
denominations, possessed great adaptability. Every monetary crisis was followed by a process 
of stabilization that lasted at least half a century.” For instance, the basilicon was introduced 
in 1304 and circulated until the early 1370s, in the crucial period when the Venetian grosso 
imported into Greece in the decades following the Fourth Crusade was widely circulating in 
Thrace, Macedonia, central and western Greece, the Peloponnese and Crete.* Finally, it is 
instructive that the Byzantine coinage of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries seems to have 
consisted mainly of two denominations of very disparate value* — the copper tornesi/follari and 
the silver stavraton, which actually formed an independent system with its own fractions.

Similar to the Byzantine coinage of the ninth, tenth, eleventh centuries (see Metcalf 1979, p. 13). 
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4. Weights 

The coin weight data available in the Ashmolean collection forms the basis of the following 
metrological analysis, which provides a fair indication of the intended weights of the Byzantine 
issues in the period 1204-1453." Nevertheless, two limitations should be kept in mind. Firstly, 
coins were allowed to fluctuate in weight within certain limits, which in the case of copper and 
billon coins could be large.* And secondly, coins might be underweight, as a result of wear® 
or cleaning, or overweight through selective hoarding (the better specimens are set aside, and 
tend to survive) or as a result of the adhesion of corrosion products to a coin’s surface.” The 
following research aims to average the weights of each denomination, pointing out the lightest 
and heaviest specimens” - in order to measure how much the weights are spread on each side of 
the mean weight - and the most frequent recorded weights of the most numerous groups, as well 
as the changes or irregularities in the weights over the years. The method used for presenting 
chronologically the distribution profile of the weights within a sample consisting of coins of 
the same denomination is the graph. The blue line indicates the mean weights; the height of the 
points on the blue line is adjusted according to the average weights (given on the vertical line 
of the graph) of the coins issued by the responsible imperial authority (given on the horizontal 
line of the graph).” No coins have been excluded from this process, except for those that have 
been seriously clipped and damaged. The irregularities in the weights of the Late Byzantine 
issues make clear that the mints struck coins al marco, and not al pezzo, namely that they were 
averaging the weights of the coins, instead of controlling the weights of individual coins within 
strictly defined limits.” The weights of the gold coins also vary significantly because the coins 
were debased, resulting in a lowering of their weight. 

The average weight of hyperpyra of John III in the Ashmolean is c. 4.37 g. This figure is 
maintained in the thirteenth century through to Theodore II. Under Michael VIII the average 
falls to c. 4.15 g, with 3 specimens (out of 29 from this reign included in the collection) failing 
to reach the 4 g level, and under Andronicus II the average is down to 4.02 g, with the majority 
of the coins weighing between 3.90 g and 4.10 g. The irregularities in the weight are particularly 
apparent in the joint reign of Andronicus II-Michael IX, where 1 specimen out of the 70 in 
the collection falls below 3 g. This is a feature repeated in the joint reign of Andronicus II- 
Andronicus III, where 1 specimen out of the 2 in the collection falls again below 3 g.” 
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For a statistical analysis of coin weights by computer, see Cope 1980. 

When billon and copper coins were overvalued significantly, their intrinsic value and consequently the value of 
their weight became less important. That is why the fluctuation of weight in the billon and copper coinage could 
be large.

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The average weight of the electrum trachea of Theodore I is c. 3.77 g, but under John II] it falls 
to c. 2.57 g, a figure maintained through the reign of Theodore II. Throughout the rule of the 
Empire of Thessalonica the weights of the electrum trachea average c. 2.3-c. 2.4 g.”

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The analysis of the weights of the silver coinage in the collection indicates that the recorded 
weights of the very few silver trachea are all under 2 g, and most of them fall toc. 1.7 g. Moreover, 
the weights of the basilicon for the period 1304-1320 (or later) vary, with one specimen of the 
anonymous religious series rising as high as 2.16 g,” and one, of the regular series, falling to 
1.48 g, but with the majority weighing under 2 g (c. 1.8 g).” For the period 1328-1341, namely 
during the reign of Andronicus III, the weight of the basilicon in the collection is reduced from 
c. 2 g toc. 0.95 g. The implication is that the denomination comprises two series, a heavy

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Furthermore, the metrological analysis of the stavrata in the Ashmolean collection reveals that 
the weight of the stavraton, when introduced by John V before the usurpation of Andronicus

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IV in 1376,” was c. 8.49 g, but was reduced by the end of John V’s rule to c. 8.14 g. A further 
weight reduction was carried out in the reign of Manuel II (to c. 7.02 g), and reached its lowest 
level in the reign of John VIII, at c. 6.55 g, a figure maintained in the reign of the last emperor 
of the Byzantine Empire, Constantine XI."

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John V introduced the eighth stavraton together with the stavraton. Analysis of the Ashmolean 
collection demonstrates that the average weight of the small silver coin throughout John 
V’s reign is 1.02 g, with 1 specimen out of the 13 in the collection falling to 0.82 g. Under 
Andronicus IV the single specimen in the collection weighs 0.69 g, while under Manuel II the 
average weight reaches again the figure of 0.68 g, with most of the coins weighing between 
0.71 g and 0.92 g. Under John VII the weight is slightly further reduced to an average of 0.64 
g, with the majority of the specimens falling under 0.6 g. Finally, under John VIII the eighth 
stavraton reaches its lowest average weight at 0.63 g, with the majority of the coins weighing 
between 0.61 g and 0.64 g. 

In the 1380s John V added the half-stavraton to the stavraton series.” The Ashmolean 
collection contains only one specimen of John V, weighing 3.59 g, but under John VII the 
average weight of the half-stavraton is 3.65 g, with 1 specimen out of the 9 in the collection 
weighing 3.20 g. Under Manuel II the weights of the half-stavrata vary, with one specimen 
reaching the lowest level of 1.95 g and another reaching the highest level of 3.89 g, with 12 
specimens weighing between:2.95 g and 3.27 g, and the majority of the specimens averaging 
3.75 g. Under John VIII the average weight of the half-stavraton falls again to c. 3.29 g, with 1 
specimen in the collection failing to reach the 3 g level (it weighs 2.74 g). Thus, the reduction 
of the weight of the stavraton and its fractions seems to have moved, deliberately, in step.

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Moving on to the billon coinage, the large-module billon trachea struck by the Latin invaders 
are coins some 29 mm in diameter. They average c. 2.86 g, with the majority of the specimens 
weighing between 2 g and 3 g. As to the small-module billon trachea, about 22 mm in diameter, 
the average weight is c. 1.53 g, with only 3 specimens out of 22 failing to reach the 1 g level. 
Under Theodore I the average weight of the billon trachea is c. 3.03 g, falling to c. 2.87 g under 
John III, and increasing to 4.42 g under Theodore II. Under Theodore Comnenus-Ducas the 
weights of the billon trachea average c. 3.75 g, but c. 2.96 g under Manuel Comnenus-Ducas. In 
John Comnenus-Ducas’ reign the average weight of the large-module trachea is 1.96 g (Series 
I) and 1.61 (Series IT), while that of the small-module trachea is 0.92 g (Series III). Under John 
III’s Thessalonican rule the average of the billon trachea again reaches the 3 g level, and under 
Theodore II it exceeds it (3.39 g). Finally, the weight of the billon trachea of the rulers of the 
Despotate of Epirus (Michael II, John I[I-Michael II) kept in the collection averages c. 1.72 g.

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Latin Imitations Manuel Comnenus-Ducas John Comnenus-Ducas 


The minting of the tornesi, worth an eighth of a basilicon, started under Andronicus II. The study 
of the weights of the specimens in the Ashmolean collection shows that the average weight of 
the tornesi bearing only the figure of Andronicus II is c. 0.6 g, while the average weight of those 
bearing the figures of Andronicus II and Michael IX falls to c. 0.5 g (no graph is provided). 
The tornesi were followed under Andronicus III by the politikon series. The collection does not 
include any politikon coins of Andronicus III, but does contain 12 specimens of John V with 
average weight c. 0.6 g. A coin outside the usual pattern in the collection is one of copper, but 
of Class XVI of the politikon series, struck on a concave flan that weighs 2.25 g.*

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Under Nicaean rule, the average weight of the small (20 mm in diameter) and relatively thick 
tetartera decreases from c. 2.44 g under John III to c. 1.89 g under Theodore II. In contrast 
the tetartera of the Empire of Thessalonica, and specifically of Theodore Comnenus-Ducas, 
average c. 4.16 g. The average weight of the half-tetartera struck by the Latin rulers in the mint 
of Thessalonica is c. 1.77 g. 


© According to Grierson (1999, p. 52), the coin was intended as a stamenon, but because it was realised that it 
would have been confusing for users to handle politikon coins and stamena of the same type, the coin was 
silvered and reckoned as politikon. 
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The irregularly shaped stamena of Michael VIII in the Ashmolean collection weigh anywhere 
between 1.24 g and 4.14 g, averaging over 2 g (c. 2.48 g).* According to Grierson, they were 
perhaps struck 144 to the pound, but the differences between the specimens are striking 
indicators of the existence of ‘no prescribed limits of tolerance’.* Under the joint reign of 
Michael VIII-Andronicus II the average weight falls to a little under 2 g (1.97 g), a figure 
maintained throughout the sole reign of Andronicus II (c. 1.87 g),* the joint reign of Andronicus 
II-Michael IX (c. 1.86 g),” and the joint reign of Andronicus II-Andronicus III (c. 2.01 g).

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The stamena were accompanied at first by tetartera. The average weight of the tetartera of 
Andronicus II in the collection is c. 2.08 g with most of the specimens (4 out of 5) weighing 
between 1.8 g and c. 2 g. In 1294, on the association of Andronicus II with Michael IX as 
co-emperor, the stamena were accompanied by the larger and thinner assaria. The assaria 
of Andronicus II-Michael IX in the Ashmolean collection weigh between 1.2 g and 2.63 
g, averaging c. 1.98 g, while the assaria of Andronicus III average 1.77 g with most of the 
specimens weighing between | g and 1.9 g.*

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In the fourth monetary period (early 1370s-1453) the stamenon and assarion were replaced by 
the tornese and follaro. The weights of the tornesi of Manuel II in the Ashmolean collection 
vary significantly between c. 1.8 g and c. 2.5 g, averaging c. 2 g. The average weight of the 
follari under Manuel II is c. 0.73 g, a figure maintained in the reign of John VIII. 


All in all, control of the weights was more important for gold, silver and electrum denominations 
than for billon and copper. For example, the relationship between the fractions of the stavrata 
was maintained despite the process of debasement. 


5. Imperial authorities 

For the period 1204-1261 the collection provides almost full coverage of imperial authorities. 
Starting with the Empire of Nicaea, it includes electrum and billon trachea struck in the mints 
of Nicaea and Magnesia by Theodore I;” hyperpyra, electrum and billon trachea and tetartera, 
all struck in Magnesia by John III; and hyperpyra, electrum and billon trachea and tetartera, 
all again struck in Magnesia by Theodore II. Moving on to the Empire of Thessalonica, 
the collection includes electrum and billon trachea, tetartera and half-tetartera of Theodore 
Comnenus-Ducas; electrum and billon trachea (in two modules) of Manuel Comnenus- 
Ducas; billon trachea in three modules of John Comnenus-Ducas; billon trachea of Demetrius 
Comnenus-Ducas; electrum and billon trachea of John III; and billon trachea of Theodore 
II.” Continuing with the Despotate of Epirus, present in the collection are electrum trachea of 
Manuel Comnenus-Ducas, billon trachea of Michael II Comnenus-Ducas, and billon trachea of 
John II-Michael II Comnenus-Ducas.” As to the coinage of other rulers in the collection, there 
is a wide range of billon trachea in three modules struck by the Latin authorities in the mints 
of Constantinople and Thessalonica, as well as a series of half-tetartera issued by the Latin 
Empire in the mint of Thessalonica. The collection also includes a single specimen of a billon 
trachy, from an uncertain mint, probably Ochrida, of Ivan II Asen.

For the period 1261-1453 the collection gives an exceptionally good coverage of emperors 
of the Palaeologan Dynasty. It includes Constantinopolitan hyperpyra, Magnesian and 
Constantinopolitan silver trachea, and stamena issued in the mints of Constantinople, 
Thessalonica and Philadelphia by Michael VIII; Constantinopolitan and Thessalonican stamena 
e 2% of Michael VII-Andronicus II; Constantinopolitan,as well as probably Thessalonican hyperpyra, 
billon tornesi, Constantinopolitan and Thessalonican stamena, and tetartera of Andronicus II; 
hyperpyra, basilica, billon tornesi, stamena and assaria of Andronicus IJ-Michael IX; hyperpyra 
a. _ and Constantinopolitan stamena of Andronicus II-Andronicus III; heavy and light basilica, billon 
politikon coins and Constantinopolitan and Thessalonican assaria of Andronicus III; hyperpyra 
of John V-Andronicus II-Anna, basilica of John V-Andronicus III, basilica and Thessalonican 
assaria of John V-Anna, hyperpyra, basilica and billon tornesi of John V-John VI, and stavrata, 
eighth-, and half-stavrata of John V; eighth-stavrata and copper tornesi of Andronicus IV; heavy 
ree * 24 and light stavrata, half-, and eighth-stavrata, copper tornesi and copper follari of Manuel II; 
half-, and eighth-stavrata and copper tornesi of John VII; stavrata, and half-stavrata of John 
VIII; and a stavraton of Constantine XI. Coins of John VI alone and of John V in association 

with Andronicus IV or with Manuel II are absent from the collection. 
The issues of the period 1261-1453 (618 sp., c. 54.8 per cent) in the collection outnumber 
a> ie . those of the period 1204-1261 (510 sp., c. 45.2 per cent). The majority of coins were struck 
by the Latin authorities (148 sp., 13.1 per cent), followed by the issues of Michael VIII (134 
sp.,c. 11.9 per cent), of John III (129 sp., 11.4 per cent) and of Manuel II (126 sp., c. 11.2 per 
cent). Next are the coins of Andronicus II-Michael IX (115 sp.,c. 10.2 per cent), followed by 
the issues of the sole reigns of Andronicus II (78 sp., 6.8 per cent), of John Comnenus-Ducas 
(68 sp., 6.1 per cent) and of Theodore I (67 sp., 5.9 per cent). In contrast, the Ashmolean owns 
a single specimen of Constantine XI.” What emerges from the above is that the collection in 
Oxford is representative of the imperial authorities responsible for striking different series of 
denominations. The evidence shows that John III, Theodore II, Andronicus II and Manuel II 
issued virtually the whole range of denominations in their imperial lifetimes, encouraging a 

monetary pluralism together with homogeneity in circulation.

Careful examination of the coins reveals that coin types gradually underwent many changes in 
the years between 1204 and 1453,” reflecting the mood, artistic fashion, taste, and symbolism of 
° the period.” Most types are composed by the pairing of religious and secular designs, but there 
are cases where two imperial designs make a pair (one imperial figure on each side),” or where

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the imperial type is non-existent.” For the period 1204-1261 the majority of the coins of the 
Latin Empire and of the successor states retain conventional designs. However, occasionally 
they exhibit novel designs inspired by Western prototypes, such as the adoption of the saints 
Peter and Paul embracing,” and of the fleur-de-lys.* For the period 1261-1453 the coin types 
exhibit both Western influences, as seen in the figure of Christ standing in a mandorla,.” and a 
new wave of dynamism and creativity” that produced a number of interesting designs, such 
as the figure of the Virgin praying for the salvation of Constantinople inside the schematic 
towers of the ramparts, the tragic figure of the emperor alone ‘prophesying doom’ kneeling in 
moooxvvyor in front of Christ, and the martyrdom of St. Demetrius. 


i. Religious types 

The criteria for the selection of religious types were probably a matter of personal imperial 
preference,” emanating from dynastic mores,” acts of political expediency™ or personal habits of 
worship.” Almost always, holy images alone or in pairs appear on the side of the coin opposite to 
the emperor, occupying usually the obverse, and rarely the reverse.” However, in the Ashmolean 
collection holy images do appear on both sides of coins in eight combinations (Table 4).

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Why the imperial authorities responsible for striking such coins preferred the sacred to the 
secular on both sides remains uncertain. 

The following examination commences with the descriptions of standard religious types, 
namely of designs portraying Christ and the Virgin,'” and then of types presenting secondary 
holy personages. 


a) Christ 

Under the Latin Emperors and the rulers of the successor states prior to the re-establishment of 
Byzantine power in 1261, the typical obverse design of various denominations is the figure of Christ 
alone, always nimbate and accompanied by the abbreviation! X‘’. Christ is often bearded, seated 
upon a throne (with or without a backrest) and either raising his right hand above the level of his 
right shoulder and blessing the spectator or holding that hand in front of his chest and pointing to 
the Gospel which he holds in his left hand.” Or he is a frontal beardless youth (occasionally labeled 
as €MMAN®&HA) with curly locks pushed behind his ears and a high forehead, holding a scroll in 
his left hand." Rarely, the figure of Christ is depicted bearded, holding a scroll in the left hand and 
accompanied with the inscription EMMAN&HA," or beardless and holding the Gospel in his left 
hand.'” Also uncommon is the appearance on the obverse of some coins of the full-length figure of 
Christ bearded standing on a dais (souppedion), raising his right hand in benediction and holding 
the Gospel in his left."" On a billon trachy of John III this type is accompanied with the inscription 
XAAKITIC." Still more unusual are the following combinations: the representation of the bust of the 
bearded Christ holding the Gospel in his left hand,’ or of the enthroned figure of the beardless Christ 
holding a scroll in his raised left hand."

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Some of the above representations continued in the Palaeologan period. The representation 
of the bearded figure of Christ seated upon a throne (with or without back) became the standard 
obverse type of the basilicon, and persisted until the reign of John V.'” The appearance of 
Christ standing on a dais survived into the reign of Andronicus III," that of the bearded bust 
of Christ holding in his left hand the Gospel through to the stamena of Michael VIII,’” and 
that of the beardless bust of Christ holding in his left hand a scroll, but lacking the inscription 
ENNANBSHA, through to the stamena of Andronicus II.” However, after the introduction of the 
stavraton in the early 1370s what monopolizes the obverse of the stavraton and its fractions is 
the bust of the bearded Christ with his right hand in the sling of his cloak, and holding in his 
left the Gospel. Moreover, the Palaeologan period saw a novelty in the Byzantine presentation 
of Christ, who is ecstatically enveloped by an almond-shaped mandorla (a type of nimbus 
extending around the body of Christ) on a rare basilicon of John V-John VI,” and on the copper 
follari of Manuel II” and John VII.” 


b) The Virgin 

The Virgin is traditionally represented in a short-sleeved tunic and maphorion covering her 
head and falling to her ankles. On most examples the forehead and sleeves are decorated with 
four dots taking the shape of a cross (-:-), and not with stars, which were more popular in the 
Late Byzantine period especially on icons, and were considered to be a decorative development 
of the cross." Most images emphasize her role in Christ’s incarnation, and show her holding 
her young child, who is usually shown before her chest, stressing his independence of his 
human mother. When the Virgin is represented alone, without her child, she plays the role of 
the intercessor with her risen son.” 

Five different representations of the Virgin alone appear prior to 1261, involving a standing 
or seated figure, and more rarely a bust. The representation of the Virgin seated upon a throne 
(usually with a variously decorated back, and less frequently without a back) and holding 
to her breast the beardless and nimbate head of Christ’ occurs on billon trachea struck by

III,*° Theodore Comnenus-Ducas™ and Manuel Comnenus-Ducas,” on billon trachea of John 
Comnenus-Ducas,” and on early hyperpyra and Magnesian silver trachea of Michael VIII." 
On only a single type does the figure of the Virgin holding the beardless nimbate head of 
Christ appear standing.’ Another type that appears on billon trachea of the Latin rulers in 
Constantinople,'’* of John III,’” and of John Comnenus-Ducas™ is that of the Virgin Orans. 
Less frequent is the type of the Virgin Hagiosoritissa,’” showing the full-length figure of the 
Virgin Orans turned right (viewer’s side) or just facing but accompanied with the inscription H 
AIIOCWPHTHCA,* which appears on a billon trachy of the Latin Empire“ and on an electrum 
trachy of Theodore Comnenus-Ducas.” The bust of the Virgin occurs on the obverse of only 
three coins, on a half-tetarteron struck by the Latin Empire,'* and on two Thessalonican billon 
trachea of Manuel Comnenus-Ducas and John III.“ 

The reign of Michael VIII set the pattern for the obverse type of the hyperpyron in the 
Palaeologan period; it displayed the Virgin in a novel design which became the norm for the 
obverse of the hyperpyron until the abandonment of the gold coinage in the middle of the 
fourteenth century. The new type, commemorating the recapture of Constantinople from the 
Franks in 1261, was that of the Virgin Orans within the walls of Constantinople symbolized by 
six towers." In the reign of Andronicus II, the same type was retained, not only for hyperpyra,' 
but also for stamena.”” In the same reign, probably around 1303," there was a change within 
the type with the transition from six to four towers surrounding the figure of the Virgin.” 
This moderated type occurs last on hyperpyra of John V-John VI (848-9). Furthermore, the 
Constantinopolitan reign of Michael VIII produced on silver trachea and stamena the type of

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the figure of the Virgin seated on an elaborately decorated throne.’® This design became more 
varied in the joint reign of Andronicus II-Michael IX," because on the basilica the Virgin, now 
relegated to the reverse, is represented in the type of the Odny7tova lifting the Child on her 
left arm, and gesturing towards him with her right hand. Christ sits erect and comfortable in her 
arms, holding a scroll in his left hand and blessing with his right.'* Finally, the copper coinage 
of the reigns of Michael VIII,'’* Michael VIII-Andronicus II,'* Andronicus II,'* Andronicus II- 
Michael IX“ and of Andronicus II-Andronicus III" maintains throughout the Virgin Orans 
type in full-length, or three-quarter-length, or half-length form. Under Michael VIII a coin type 
(cast), which has in the past been attributed to the city of Cherson,* represents the Virgin Orans 
with a cross on her chest (611-2), while under Andronicus II-Michael [X on the obverse of a 
stamenon the Virgin Orans appears with the bust of Christ E4MANSHA in a medallion before 
her chest, as in the type of the BAayeovitiooa/Bhayeovidtio0a.” 


c) Saints 

On the coins, the images of the saints, who embody the Christian virtues, almost rival those 
of the emperors. In the Ashmolean collection, the repertory of secondary holy personages on 
Byzantine coins of the period 1204-1261 consists of the saints Constantine, Demetrius, George, 
Helena, Michael, Nicholas, Paul, Peter, Theodore and Tryphon, and also of the cherubim. For the 
period 1261-1453 the list lacks St. Paul and St. Peter, but is enriched with St. Andronicus, and 
with the seraphim. The identification of the saints on the coins relies more on the accompanying 
inscriptions than on their general appearance, clothing and insignia, and when inscriptions are 
lacking or are illegible, the identification is uncertain. This is especially true in the cases of the 
saints Demetrius and George, who are both represented beardless wearing tunic, breastplate 
and sagion, and holding in the right hand a sword or a spear resting over their shoulder, and in 
the left a shield.'* Generally speaking, saints can be classified into the following groups: 


1 Beardless: Andronicus, Demetrius, George, Michael, Tryphon 

2 Bearded: Constantine, John the Baptist, Nicholas, Paul, Peter, Theodore 
3 Curly haired: Andronicus, Demetrius, George, Tryphon 

4a Martyrs - civilian: Andronicus, Tryphon 

4b Martyrs - military: Demetrius 

5 Military: Demetrius, George, Theodore 

6 Name saints: Andronicus, Michael, Theodore 

7 Winged: Cherubim, Seraphim, Michael

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ANDRONICUS 

The half-length figure of Andronicus II’s name saint is represented in the collection only once, 
on the obverse of Andronicus II-Michael IX’s assarion, in the traditional type for a martyr 
holding with his right hand a cross in front of his chest. 


CHERUBIM 

The mid-thirteenth century provided a new coin type, the representation of the Cherubim, 
whose function, among others, was to receive the gift of light and to see and comprehend 
God. They take the form of composite creatures with four wings (each pair crossed), and with 
a human face in the centre. They figure on the obverses of a tetarteron of John III'* and of a 
billon trachy of John Comnenus-Ducas. On a Constantinopolitan stamenon of Michael VIII 
they appear armed with a spear.’ 


CONSTANTINE (see HELENA) 


DEMETRIUS 

The coin representation of St. Demetrius, a soldier martyred under Maximian in Thessalonica 
and ever since the patron saint of the city, exceeds the depiction of all other saints, mainly on 
Thessalonican but also on Constantinopolitan products.’ As a martyr holding a small cross 
before him the saint appears on the obverse of Thessalonican stamena of Michael VIII” and 
Andronicus II."* The standard type of St. Demetrius, that of the beardless and nimbate full- or 
half-length figure wearing tunic, breastplate and sagion, and holding in his right hand a spear 
resting over his shoulder and in his left a shield, features repeatedly on the obverse of a half- 
tetarteron of Theodore,” and of billon trachea of Manuel Comnenus-Ducas” and of John III.” 
The Palaeologan emperors Michael VIII,” Andronicus II,” Andronicus III and John V™ all 
maintained this same obverse type on their copper currency. Under Manuel II the type is slightly 
different, since on a copper tornese the saint holds with his right hand the spear transversely

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across his chest.” Moreover, on a billon trachy of Michael II, ruler of the Despotate of Epirus,” 
on Thessalonican stamena of Michael VIII,” of Michael VIII-Andronicus II” and of Andronicus 
II,“ and on Thessalonican assaria of Andronicus III, St. Demetrius is represented holding in 
his right hand a sword or the hilt of a sword instead of a spear. On billon trachea of Theodore” 
and John Comnenus-Ducas,” on Thessalonican billon trachea of John III,“ on Thessalonican 
stamena of Michael VIII,"* and on Thessalonican assaria of Andronicus III,” the saint is 
shown seated on a throne with a sheath or sword horizontally across his knees.” Of particular 
interest is the image of the soldier-saint on horseback, galloping to the right on the obverse of 
Thessalonican assaria of Andronicus III."* This type of the equestrian saint was soon introduced 
into the mint of Constantinople,” as seen on copper tornesi of Manuel II.” The reign of John 
V also produced two very interesting designs. One is the obverse type of a unique basilicon 
from the joint reign of John V-John VI (853) originally acquired and published by Bendall.” 
Although it represents a conventional design, that of the full-length figure of the saint in his 
military persona holding a spear in his right hand and a shield in his left, it is unusual due to its 
fragile lines and very crude, primitive and flat style.” The second new design, for the reverse of 
a Thessalonican assarion,” presents for the first time in the history of Byzantine numismatics 
a realistic narrative scene showing the martyrdom of St. Demetrius.” Three soldiers on the left 
thrust spears into the seated figure of the saint, who throws up his hands as he falls forward.”

For the first time the surface of a coin, even of a small denomination, here accommodates a narrative scene 
which was depicted on icons, frescoes, minor art, and manuscripts from the tenth to the sixteenth century (see 
Motsianos — Polychronaki 2000, pp. 214-20). 
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GEORGE 

The standard obverse type of St. George, presenting his full- or three-quarter- or half-length 
figure in short military tunic, breastplate and sagion, holding in his right hand a spear resting 
over his shoulder and in his left a shield resting on the ground is widely depicted throughout 
Late Byzantine coinage. It occurs on Magnesian™ and Thessalonican billon trachea,” on 
Magnesian tetartera of John III,” on copper coins of Michael VIII” and of Andronicus II," and 
on a stamenon of John V.™ 


HELENA 

In the collection, St. Helena alone figures only on a Thessalonican half-tetarteron of the Latin 
Empire.” The saint appears on the obverse in full-length, and turned slightly to the right, 
holding in her left hand the patriarchal cross with a flourish on the shaft. The reverse type of 
the same coin presents the other half of St. Helena, St. Constantine, turned slightly to the left, 
holding in his right hand the patriarchal cross and in his left an anexikakia. Together with St. 
Constantine, Helena also occupies the reverse of Thessalonican billon trachy C (124) and of 
small module F (125-6) of the Latin Empire. They both appear in full-length holding between 
them the patriarchal cross on a long shaft and step. St. Helena holds in her right hand a jewelled 
sceptre, and St. Constantine in his left a sceptre cruciger. After this representation, there is 
a long gap until the figures of St. Helena and St. Constantine appear again, this time on the 
obverse of a copper tornese of Manuel II. They are both shown standing holding between 
them a long Slavic cross (a long cross with a lower diagonal crossbar). 


JOHN THE BAPTIST 

Prior to 1261 the standing figure of the visionary St. John the Baptist, long-bearded and wearing 
tunic and cloak, appears on the reverse of Constantinopolitan billon trachy U of the Latin 
Empire (84-8). In the right hand he holds the patriarchal cross on a long shaft, while he holds 
his left hand outstretched. The collection does not contain any Palaeologan coins representing 
his image, although two types are known. This rarity in the period 1261-1453 can be explained 
as St. John was considered to be the Crusaders’ saint. 


MICHAEL 

On coins in the collection, St. Michael appears either as the archangel par excellence, or as 
a warrior. As an archangel he is winged, wearing divitision and loros, and holding typically 
in his right hand a jewelled sceptre, usually trifurcate, or a spear, and rarely the patriarchal 
cross or labarum on a shaft, and in his left a globus, occasionally cruciger. He appears on 
billon trachea of Demetrius Comnenus-Ducas™ and of Michael II, ruler of the Despotate of

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Epirus;” on stamena of Michael VIII; on a stamenon of Andronicus II; and on stamena 
and assaria of Andronicus II-Michael IX.” As a warrior, he is still represented winged, but is 
normally wearing a short military tunic, breastplate and sagion, and is holding against his right 
shoulder a sword or a spear and in his left hand a shield or sheath.” He figures on billon trachea 
of John III," Manuel Comnenus-Ducas” and John Comnenus-Ducas;”’ on Constantinopolitan 
stamena of Michael VIII;" on a stamenon of Andronicus II-Michael [X;”° and on an assarion 
of Andronicus III.” 


NICHOLAS 

St. Nicholas, the patron saint of seamen and children, appears always in episcopal vestments 
(phelonion and omophorion) with a balding head and a trim, round beard. The half-length figure 
of St. Nicholas Orans is represented in the Ashmolean collection on a Constantinopolitan billon 
trachy of the Latin Empire.” The figure of St. Nicholas is later introduced on Constantinopolitan 
stamena of Michael VIII,"* Michael VIII-Andronicus II’” and Andronicus II-Michael IX” in the 
stereotyped design of raising his right hand in benediction in front of his body and holding the 
Gospel in his left. 


PETER 

The full-length figure of St. Peter, the xogu@aioc of the Apostles, appears on an obverse only 
once, on Constantinopolitan billon trachy S of the Latin Empire.” He is holding in his right 
hand a sceptre cruciger and in his left two keys. In one unusual case, Constantinopolitan billon 
trachy T of the Latin Empire bears on the obverse the figure of the Virgin Hagiosoritissa, while 
the reverse is devoted to the full-length figures of St. Peter with a short beard and St. Paul with 
a long beard embracing each other.” 


SERAPHIM 
The Seraphim, with four or six wings” (either two upper and two lower or two upper and 
four lower) and a tiny human face appear only on Palaeologan coins. They feature unarmed,

THEODORE 

The Ashmolean collection includes billon trachea of the Empires of Nicaea and Thessalonica 
presenting two obverse types with St. Theodore. On the former the saint appears holding in his 
right hand a spear over his right shoulder and in his left a shield.” On the latter he is holding a 
sword instead of a spear;™ this type is retained on the obverse of a Constantinopolitan stamenon 
of Andronicus II.” Additionally, the collection accommodates a stamenon of Michael VIII with 
the obverse design of the saint holding in his right hand a spear resting over his left shoulder 
and in his left a shield.“ On this basis, and following the distinction according to which St. 
Theodore Tyron (the Recruit) is represented with a spear held transversely across his left 
shoulder, while St. Theodore Stratelates (the General) has a sword resting against his right 
shoulder,” I am inclined to identify St. Theodore Stratelates on the latter type of the billon 
trachea of the Empires of Nicaea and Thessalonica, St. Theodore Tyron on the stamenon of 
Michael VIII, and to call attention to the existence of a third type that presents the saint holding 
the spear straight over his right shoulder, and not transversely over his left.” 


TRYPHON 

St. Tryphon was the patron saint of Nicaea. His symbol was a lily believed to burst annually 
into blossom near the saint’s relics.” That is why the figure of St. Tryphon together with his lily 
appears on coins of the Nicaean period. The saint is shown twice on electrum and billon trachea 
of Theodore II™ and once on a Magnesian stamenon of Michael VIII.“ He is represented on 
the obverse bareheaded in tunic and kolobion and holding a cross before him, while the lily is 
placed on the left and right of the saint in the field. The same type appears in the Palaeologan 
period, on a Constantinopolitan stamenon of Andronicus II.”

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ii. Imperial types 
The traditional Byzantine imperial image represents the emperor as both a political and religious 
figure, a supreme archon with a religious mission. 

Imperial representations of the period 1204-early 1370s are characterized by rich variety. 
The emperor appears either alone, or in conjunction with another figure exercising imperial 
power, or accompanied by Christ, the Virgin or a saint, indicating that he shared with them 
proximity to God. The emperor may be depicted bearded or beardless,”” and can be holding one 
or two items of regalia. 

In contrast, from the early 1370s (with the introduction of the stavraton) until the end of 
the Byzantine Empire, the dominant imperial type is a facing bust revived from the eleventh 
century. The portraiture is non-realistic and monotonous. Additionally, the diadem and pendilia 
of the emperor are replaced by a domed crown. However, bridging the two above periods there 
are a few coins representing the emperor either standing or on horseback. 


a) Emperor alone 
When alone, the emperor is represented either standing, or seated, or winged, or on 
horseback. 

The emperor standing is one of the standard types to appear on the Constantinopolitan billon 
trachea™ and on the Thessalonican billon trachea” and half-tetartera“’ of the Latin Empire; 
on electrum™ and billon trachea” and tetartera* of the Empire of Nicaea; on billon trachea“ 
and half-tetartera™ of the Empire of Thessalonica; on silver trachea; on Constantinopolitan,” 
Thessalonican™ and Philadelphian” stamena; and on tetartera,” assaria,” politika’ and follari** 
of the Palaeologan Dynasty. In most types the emperor is represented holding in his right hand 
a labarum on a long shaft or a labarum-headed sceptre or a sceptre cruciger and in his left an 
anexikakia or a globus cruciger. However, there are also types presenting the emperor in civil 
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John Comnenus-Ducas, Andronicus II, Michael IX.

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or military costume holding a sword either in right™ or left hand* or in both. When standing 
on a dais,” the imperial figure is represented holding in his right hand a labarum on a long shaft 
or a labarum-headed sceptre and in his left a sword pointing downward.” In the material in 
Oxford, both Michael VIII and Andronicus II are represented standing alone in a series of types 
of their Constantinopolitan® and Thessalonican stamena.” However, it is significant that the 
type of the emperor standing under a portico or an arch,” as well as the type with the emperor 
holding in his hand/s a haloed cross, appear only on Thessalonican products. 

The type of a seated emperor on a throne with or without a back appears on billon trachea 
of the Latin Empire” and the Empire of Thessalonica;* on electrum” and billon trachea” and 
tetartera” of the Empire of Nicaea; on Constantinopolitan® and Thessalonican stamena of 
Michael VIII’* and of Andronicus II;” and on a Thessalonican assarion of Andronicus III.”" 
The emperor holds in his right hand a labarum-headed sceptre or a sceptre cruciger, and rarely 
a patriarchal cross or a globus surmounted by a patriarchal cross, and in his left an anexikakia, 
or a globus cruciger, and less often a sceptre. The seated figure of the emperor is always 
alone, except for a single instance, where Manuel Comnenus-Ducas and St. Demetrius are 
seated together on a backless throne holding between them the model of the walled city of 
Thessalonica.” Moreover, John III and Michael VIII, both in civil costume, are represented 
holding a sword, the former in his right hand holding the sheath horizontally across his knees” 
and the latter holding the sword itself across his knees.™ 

The type of a winged emperor (‘empereur ailé’), originally spotted by Bertelé,” appears 
almost exclusively on coins produced in the mint of Thessalonica after 1204. In the Ashmolean, 
five specimens present the emperor with two symmetrical wings: three billon trachea of John

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Comnenus-Ducas,” a stamenon of Michael VIII,” and again a stamenon of Andronicus II.” 
The latter coin has an added interest, because it depicts the half-length figure of the winged 
emperor above city walls, holding in his right hand a sword resting over his shoulder and in 
his left an anexikakia. Recent research has maintained the view” that this type of the winged 
emperor was inspired by German iconographic themes of the twelfth and thirteenth centuries.” 
On this interpretation, the involvement of the mint of Thessalonica has been explained by 
Thessalonica’s geographical location between south Germany, the regions of the Danube, and 
the Byzantine Empire.” At all events, this image also reflects the strong Byzantine tradition 
linking the emperor with the divine,” which resulted in the merging of the emperor and the 
angelic protector into one, an image emphasized by the wings.” The discovery in Didumoteicho 
of a fresco representing an enthroned winged emperor, John VI Cantacuzenus,” indicates the 
assimilation of this iconographic type into other forms of art, but, unfortunately, this does not 
reveal the design’s origins. 

The type of the emperor riding alone to the right appears on Thessalonican copper 
denominations of the fourteenth century, namely on an assarion of Andronicus III and on a 
copper tornese of Manuel II." The figure of the emperor holding in his right hand a sceptre is 
represented facing the viewer instead of being shown in profile, which was typical on Western 
coins and seals.” It has been suggested that the Byzantine design was modelled on the aspers 
of Alexius II of Trebizond (1297-1330).™ 


b) Emperor accompanied 

There are a variety of iconographic types presenting the emperor in conjunction with one other 
figure, religious or secular. On some coins, the emperor is represented being crowned either 
by a primary or secondary holy personage, such as Christ,” the Virgin,” St. Constantine,” St.

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Demetrius,” St. Michael,” or a bishop-saint (probably St. Nicholas), or by another imperial 
figure, as in the case of Andronicus II being crowned by Michael VIII,” or of Michael IX being 
crowned by Andronicus II.** When being crowned, the emperor is represented holding in his 
right hand usually a sceptre cruciger, and occasionally a labarum or sword or anexikakia, and 
in his left an anexikakia, and sometimes a globus cruciger. 

In other cases, the emperor is depicted holding jointly with a heavenly personage or a co- 
ruler a real (sceptre cruciger, globus cruciger, anexikakia, labarum, sword) or a notional (large 
lily, cross) object. Most often, pre-1261 emperors are represented together with the Virgin,” 
holding between them almost always a patriarchal cross on a long shaft, sometimes ending in 
a globe.” Additionally, there is a proliferation of holy figures accompanying the emperor. The 
repertory includes St. Constantine,” St. Demetrius,” St. George," St. Michael,” St. Theodore” 
and St. Tryphon.™ It is interesting that the figure of St. Demetrius, as also mentioned above, is 
present on both Thessalonican and Constantinopolitan issues, and that St. Tryphon is represented 
exclusively together with Nicaean emperors, such as John III and Theodore II, holding jointly 
a lily either at the head or at the base of a shaft. Noteworthy, also, is the rich variety of insignia

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held between the figures, a variety ranging between shafts - sometimes ending in steps, a globe, 
a lily, or a kite-shaped shield, and surmounted by a labarum, lily, patriarchal cross, patriarchal 
cross-crosslet, a cross within a circle on triangular decoration, the letter B, or a star - castles 
and swords. 

Another type, totally diffused by divine symbolism, presents Christ placing protectively 
his outstretched right hand above the head of the emperor, who, although shown in profile 
crouching in z000xUvyon, is turning his head to the spectator. This type, common on 
Andronicus II’s hyperpyra™ and appearing also on a stamenon of the same ruler,” takes an 
added interest, because it is the only type showing an emperor in m000xUvnon. According 
to Spatharakis, this imperial act of humility and piety depicted on an important coin can be 
interpreted not only as an expression of obedience to the Holy, but also as a request for support 
and aid from Above in difficult times.” It is significant that the earlier hyperpyra of the same 
type depict Andronicus II with a nimbus around his head, as an indicator of the source of his 
power and of his religious mission interceding between earthly and heavenly personages. The 
custom of showing the emperor nimbate then ceased, but revived again in the third quarter of 
the fourteenth century, when it started appearing, for instance, on John V’s assarion with the 
martyrdom of St. Demetrius,” on a copper tornese of Andronicus IV showing the emperor 
and St. Demetrius (both nimbate)”” riding together, on a stamenon of John V showing a saint 
saluting the nimbate emperor” and on early stavrata’” and half-stavrata” again of John V. The 
type showing the bust of the emperor nimbate became the norm on the reverse of the stavrata 
and their fractions of Manuel II, John VII,’ John VIII’ and Constantine XI.” 

When the emperor is shown with a co-emperor, an image usually intended to guarantee 
imperial succession, as in the case of Michael VIII-Andronicus II* and Andronicus II- 
Michael IX,” the senior personage is placed on the spectator’s left. Correspondingly, when 
the figures hold an object between them, the hand of the senior figure is placed above that of 
the accompanying figure. However, there are instances when the senior figure is placed on the

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spectator’s right, intentionally giving the place of honour to the junior figure in a gesture of 
introducing the heir of the throne to the public.” 

A feature of the Palaeologan coins is the representation of three figures on their surface. 
This practice occurs on the coinage of Michael VIII, Michael VIII-Andronicus II, Andronicus 
II, Andronicus II-Michael IX, Andronicus I-Andronicus III and John V-John VI. According to 
the same dictates of protocol as above, the higher-ranking figure is placed on the spectator’s 
left. The thematic repertory of these coins revolves again around the religious mission of the 
emperor/s, and his/their divine support. Thus, St. Michael is presenting the kneeling emperor 
(Michael VIII) to Christ,” the Virgin is presenting the emperor crouching in mo0oxvvyon 
to Christ (Andronicus II),” Christ, in bust or full-length, is blessing two kneeling emperors 
(Michael VII-Andronicus II;* Andronicus II-Michael IX; Andronicus II-Andronicus III; 
John V-John VI"), and St. Michael, in bust, is blessing two standing emperors (Michael VIII- 
Andronicus II).” 


c) Anna of Savoy 

The only empress represented on Byzantine coins of the period 1204-1453 is Anna of Savoy™ 
- wife of Andronicus III, and mother of John V - who spent the last fifteen years of her life 
in Thessalonica (1351-1365) acting autonomously as an empress entitled Avyovota and 
Avtoxoatée.ooa.” Anna appears, together with John V, in the place of honour - on the left - 
on the obverse of a hyperpyron, whose reverse shows John V’s deceased father, Andronicus III, 
kneeling before Christ,” as well as on the reverse of a basilicon showing on the obverse Christ 
on his throne.” Moreover, as is now clear from the Pella*’ and Serres hoards,” it is Anna being 
represented, alone, on the reverse of several Thessalonican assaria. When depicted together 
with her son on the Constantinopolitan hyperpyra and basilica, she is holding in her right hand 
a trilobite sceptre, is lifting her left hand before her in prayer, and is accompanied with the 
inscription ANNA. When represented alone on the Thessalonican assaria, she is holding in her

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right hand the model of the city of Thessalonica and in her left a sceptre, and she is accompanied 
with the letter A in rectangular form on each side of the field. On both the hyperpyron and the 
basilicon she appears wearing an open, wide and flat crown with pendilia. In contrast, on the 
Thessalonican assaria she is wearing an open but tall cylindrical shaped crown with sides that 
flare out and pinnacles along the upper rim.** 


iii. Other types 


a) Bor Bs 

Byzantine types of the period 1204-1453 often exhibit either the single letter B or a group of 
two and sometimes of four Bs, which constitute primary or secondary elements of the design. 
As a main type, this theme prevails on a series of anonymous Magnesian tetartera. In the first 
version, the letter B is reversed, and decorated with pellets. In the second version, two Bs 
are placed back to back - probably for aesthetic purposes - and are accompanied again with 
pellets.’ As a subordinate element of the design,” the B or Bs are linked either: a) with a cross, 
being placed in its quarters facing the circumference,” or in its lower angles facing the centre,” 
or forming the top of its shaft (in this particular case the cross is inverted), or b) with religious 
and secular personages, as in the case of St. Demetrius handing to the emperor the letter B on 
a long shaft,’ or of Andronicus III being flanked by two Bs.* Earlier studies have debated the 
question of the meaning of these iconographical devices. It is certainly the case that the use 
of the letter B was semantically significant, for it symbolized the Byzantine Empire and its 
authority - Baowdevc - and was understood as such by the public. 


b) Buildings 

Late Byzantine coinage acquires special importance because it provides an interesting display of 
works of architecture engraved on the coins’ surface. In the Ashmolean collection, architectural 
designs as main types include: a) a gabled central section surmounted with one or three towers, 
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See also Parani 2003, p. 30, pl. 32e. This observation contradicts Emmanuel (1993-94, p. 114), and indicates 
that on coins as well as on other art forms an empress is represented wearing the type of the typical crown being 
prevalent in her day. Anna is represented wearing the same type of crown in the fourteenth-century miniature 
of f. 4 in the Cod. Hist. F. 601 in the Landesbibliothek, Stuttgart, and in a painting in the Barberini Gallery 

of Rome (Lambros 1930). In both examples, the crown rests on a veil or net which covered the hair and the 
upper part of the shoulders. According to Emmanuel (1993-94, p. 117), in Byzantine art this garment appears 
more often from the beginning of the fourteenth century, particularly in the monuments of northern Greece and 
Serbia. Here we see the creation of a fashion respected and shared at the same time across different forms of art 
(see Georganteli 2001, p. 81, n. 51).

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and flanked by two square side-towers with a cross and pellets or asterisks above,’ and b) a 
gate surmounted with a tower, with two square side-towers with pellets above.’ Both types 
demonstrate the engravers’ ambitious efforts to confine within the small surface of these coins 
(17-26 mm) not only a single edifice, but a whole city. To achieve this end, the architectural 
design is simplified and summarily depicted, and its details are omitted. 

Another category of building types involves works of architecture represented with 
religious and/or secular figures, several of which have been already discussed above. Firstly, 
the generalized and schematic representation of city walls (of Constantinople) with six™’ or 
four™ towers surrounds the half-length figure of the Virgin. Secondly, John Comnenus-Ducas””’ 
and later Andronicus II are depicted winged in the role of guardian-angels surmounting city 
walls. Thirdly, John Comnenus-Ducas appears beneath an arch with towers at each corner.” 
Fourthly, John Comnenus-Ducas, Michael VIII* and Anna of Savoy stand alone holding 
in either their right or left hand city models with towers. Finally, St. Demetrius® and (on one 
occasion) St. Michael are represented offering or holding together with the rulers of the Empire 
of Thessalonica™ and with Michael VIII* the model of the city of Thessalonica in the form of 
a building with a central and two side towers or with only two side towers.

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What emerges from the above is that almost all these types share the same essentially 
stereotyped architectural design of a building with towers, and occasionally gateways, 
shown in the simple frontal view symbolizing a city. It is important to note that only secular 
architectural designs are portrayed on Late Byzantine coins. Moreover, the frequency with 
which architectural types appear on products of the mint of Thessalonica may well be of 
some significance, furnishing more evidence for idiosyncrasies of style in the work of the 
Thessalonican engravers. 


c) Crosses 

Because of their strong religious symbolism and significance, crosses as complete and central 
types” appear frequently on Late Byzantine coins in varied forms. Thus, the patriarchal cross 
is represented on three steps between IC XC; or with pelleted ends on a floriate base; or 
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on a base decorated with stars in its upper quarters and lilies in its lower,® or with stars in the 
bottom quarters;* or withiC XC in the upper corners, andN K_ in the lower; or with wings 
on each side and a small cross in a circle above; or with a wing on the right and a large letter 
a on the left,“ or on a winged shaft.” Correspondingly, the Latin cross (equal armed, often 
pattée) appears on a base; or inside a crescent decorated with pellets;” or radiate with lunate 
ornaments at the ends decorated with pellets;” or radiate with pelleted ends on a floriate base;” 
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or with pelleted ends with! C in its upper quarters and X C in its lower;” or with pellets in 
its quarters, inside a crescent;” or with stars, mainly six-pointed, in its quarters,” sometimes 
together with a small cross at the intersection; or with stars in its upper quarters and 4 B inits 
lower; or in quatrefoil;” or surrounded by a circular inscription in large lettering, with pellets 
in its quarters;” or with the letter 4°” or a cross™ at the intersection. It is interesting that several 
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Crosses as decorative elements of imperial insignia, like sceptres, crowns etc., are excluded from this 

examination.

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politikon coins of John V modelled on Western prototypes™ have their obverse decorated with 
a circular inscription reading + [IOAITIKON around a small Latin cross,” occasionally with 
stars in its upper andB 8B in its lower quarters,” or their reverse with a cross with 9 B in 
both its upper and lower quarters.“ Finally, the voided cross is illustrated with floriate ends to 
its limbs, and a diagonal cross at the intersection, while the cross ancrée has pellets in each 
angle. It is obvious from the above that the use of the cross cannot be used as an indicator of 
mint identity, since it was common in the mints of Magnesia, Constantinople and Thessalonica 
alike. Perhaps the occurrence of these types on exclusively copper coins is of more interest 
signifying the use of a purely religious type which was easily understood and familiar to the 
public on denominations frequently used for daily transactions. 


d) Dates 

Late Byzantine coins do not indicate the date of their issue. There are, however, 
Constantinopolitan assaria of Andronicus II-Michael IX” and Andronicus III(?)™ carrying as 
their obverse type indictional dates in the form of large capital letter-numerals. Bertelé showed 
that the letter N with its contraction mark stands for IN (Indiction),”’ and that the subsequent 
letters are numbers.” On this basis, Andronicus II-Michael IX’s Class XVIII and Andronicus 
III(?)’s Class III were issued in Indictions 14 and 2 respectively.” Although the choice of dates 
as coin types is inconspicuous, their existence on Constantinopolitan issues only bolsters the 
hypothesis of an annual change of the coin design in the early fourteenth century.” 
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The denoirs tournois issued by the Latins of the Morea and Athens. It is worth noting that the function of the

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e) Eagles or wing(s) 

Surprisingly enough, the eagle,” an approved expression of imperial symbolism, appears either 
two-headed or single-headed and with spread wings as a principal type only on two billon 
trachea of John Comnenus-Ducas™ and on a politikon of John V.* In contrast, the depiction 
of just wings alone is more frequent. As complete types wings can be represented on their 
own,” but as secondary elements of the design they also appear together with a variety of 
symbols and other decorative features: a cross-within-a circle on a shaft,” a six-pointed star,” a 
patriarchal cross,” an imperial figure, or an arm holding a sword.” The evidence conclusively 
demonstrates the persistence of the Thessalonican die-engravers in adding wings to the design 
of their coins, especially under the rule of John Comnenus-Ducas. This perhaps reflects a 
numismatic practice deriving from the strongly religious character of Late Byzantine coinage, 
and its preference for symbols, like wings, which indicate the divine, in this case an angel, or 
even Christ and His Will. 


f) Flowers 
On Late Byzantine coins, flowers” are seldom elaborate, represented with four, or six, and 
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occasionally with eight petals,’ sometimes with small rays between them, around a circular 
centre. Flowers cover the obverse of several products of the Thessalonican mint: they appear on 
a billon trachy of John Comnenus-Ducas,™ on a stamenon of Michael VIII** and on stamena of 
Andronicus II and of Andronicus II-Michael IX.“" In contrast, only on a single specimen of the 
mint in Magnesia is a flower represented. Yet it is interesting that the same floral motif appears 
as a secondary element of the design in the lower left field on the obverse of a Constantinopolitan 
basilicon of Andronicus III depicting the figure of Christ standing on a souppedion,” a design 
perhaps copied from the iconographic repertory of the mint of Thessalonica.

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g) Inscriptions 

In the period 1204-1261 a five-line legend occupying the whole obverse field appears on a 
tetarteron of Theodore Comnenus-Ducas.*” In the Palaeologan period a four-line and a three- 
line inscription likewise form the obverse type of an assarion of Andronicus I-Michael IX“ 
and of a politikon of John V“’ respectively. The rarity of these types is explained on the basis of 
their unusual character, which would not have been understood by the illiterate public. 


h) Keys 

Three horizontal turning keys separated by groups of pellets cover the reverse of one type of 
John V’s politikon.*’ This type is particularly unusual, because the keys are here not a secondary 
design, as in the case of the Latin Empire’s billon trachy where St. Peter is represented holding 
in his left hand two keys,’ but are elevated to forming the main design itself. It is plausible 
that the keys had a symbolic meaning representing a city or a fortress.’ It is also possible that 
the design of the three keys was in essence the ‘signature’ of the die-maker. According to Lane 
— Miiller’s work on the mint of Venice, most of the die-makers were skilled in other kinds of 
metalwork, being referred to sometimes as ironsmiths. At late dates there is a reference to an 
ironsmith, who provided not so much dies as locks,’* most of which required three keys.’” This 
is a strong coincidence, which may help us build the profile of the die-makers and their role in 
determining the design of the coins. 


i) Lilies 

The numismatic evidence suggests that the fleur-de-lis representing a lily flower as used in 
heraldry did not enjoy in Byzantium the same popularity and significance as it did in the 
West, particularly in France’ and Florence. As a main type, the lily as a purely ornamental 
device appears on the obverse of a limited number of specimens: on a tetarteron of Theodore 
II,’ a Thessalonican stamenon of Michael VII” and on a Constantinopolitan stamenon of 
Andronicus II.” In contrast, as a decorative element of the field, and mainly as a symbol of

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imperial insignia,” it appears on Magnesian aspra trachea of John III* and Theodore II,” and 
on a billon trachy of John Comnenus-Ducas,” but more regularly on Thessalonican issues of 
Michael VIII,” Andronicus II,”’ Andronicus I]-Michael IX” and Andronicus III.” 


j) Monograms 

Monograms figure only on Palaeologan coins.” As a main type, the Palaeologan monogram 
occupies the obverse, with AT /TTA, the most pronounced letters of the word TAAAIOAOLOC, 
in two lines across the whole field. Occasionally retrograde, this type consists of thick linear 
letters surrounded by a linear border, and from the reign of John V onwards of a circular 
inscription between two linear borders. The Palaeologan monogram made its debut on stamena 
of Andronicus II“ and assaria of Andronicus II-Michael IX,** and was then employed on 
assaria of Andronicus III, on politikon coins of John V,* and on copper tornesi of Andronicus 
IV** and of Manuel II where it is accompanied on one specimen by a small square lattice 
cross.*” Additionally, playing a decorative role in the main design, which in this case is the 
imperial bust, the Palaeologan monogram appears in the right field on tornesi of Manuel 
II.* It is yet to be explained why the pair of letters AT precede in order the pair TTA, instead 
of following it. Moreover, it is of particular interest that the usual reverse for these coins is 
another imperial type. 


k) Squares and crescents 

A lattice pattern formed from four interlaced bands ornamented inside with pellets and linked 
together at the ends with a point, surrounded by two circular dotted borders, occupies the 
obverse of Magnesian tetartera issued by John III.” The same design was then developed a 
few years later, as seen on a Magnesian tetarteron of the Anonymous Ruler of the Empire of 
Nicaea,” by having each band decreased in width, and by uniting every two bands in circular 
ties; the four points, accompanied with a large pellet each, are attached diagonally to the angles 
of the pattern. In both designs the interlaced bands form an inner small square. These tolerantly 
geometrical patterns do not appear again in the Palaeologan period. It has been suggested that

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another motif, a variant of the above, consisted of unornamented crossed lines (not bands),” 
and decorated the obverse field of an electrum trachy of John III.“ The same design appears in 
the lower left field of a Thessalonican tornese of Manuel II. However, the alleged similarities 
between the main types and this suggested secondary pattern are dubious, especially since 
the latter by no means forms a square, and here I will emphasize only the principal copper 
Magnesian designs. 

Crescents, representing the waxing or waning moon, form the obverse type of a variety 
of denominations throughout the entire period 1204-1453. They never appear alone, but are 
always accompanied with other symbols, like six-pointed stars and pellets,’ or only with a 
six-pointed star,“ or with pellets and a cross.** Additionally, they form, always on the reverse, 
either decorative elements of imperial insignia“ or subsidiary elements in the field.“” 


1) The hetoimasia 

The unprecedented numismatic type of the etoyuaoia or the ‘Prepared Throne’ shows a 
schematic empty throne without a back prepared for Christ’s Second Coming." On the throne 
lies the Gospel and a dotted cross within a circle representing the crown of thorns. On each side 
of these, other instruments of Christ’s passion are displayed, namely to the left a lance and to 
the right a sponge on a reed, both flanked by the abbreviation G, doubled possibly for reasons 
of symmetry, which may stand for otavedc.” The hetoimasia is only used twice, opposite the 
imperial type, on Constantinopolitan coins of Michael VIII, specifically on a silver trachy™ 
and on a stamenon.”" It has been suggested that this design, heavily pervaded with Christian 
faith, was inspired in a period of crisis by the psalms, particularly no. 88 (89), 15: ‘Justice and 
Judgement is the habitation of your throne’ ,* and/or that it represented the notional image of 
Christ.* Taking the latter suggestion further, Grierson put forward the idea that this type was 
inspired by the call for the spiritual presence of Christ at councils of the Church, like that of 
Lyons (1272-1273/4) held under Michael VIII.

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7. Overstrikes 
The Ashmolean collection accommodates a stimulating group of Late Byzantine overstrikes. 
Most of them were originally acquired by Bendall, who, since 1974, was the only expert to 
show great zeal for detecting and recording as many overstrikes as possible, in order to arrange 
the coinage in a proper sequence. 

Generally speaking, an overstrike occurred when an existing coin was used as a blank, and 
was re-struck by another coin. This procedure saved on melting down coins withdrawn from 
circulation in order to produce new flans,** but resulted in a reduction of the weight of the coins, 
for those used as flans would be worn and thus were lighter than when they had originally left 
the mint.* Overstrikes are very important, for if overstriking has not obliterated the original 
coin or undertype completely, then, with close scrutiny, both the undertype and the overtype 
can be identified.’ The study of such overstrikes is a useful method for reconstructing the order 
in which different types of coins were issued, since the undertype predated the overtype™ or 
was contemporary with it.” 

In the Ashmolean collection, 23 overstrikes can be identified with certainty. With one 
exception, all the overstrikes come from the period 1204-1261, and consist of Constantinopolitan 
coins struck over other Constantinopolitan coins, of Thessalonican coins overstruck on other 
Thessalonican coins, of Nicaean coins re-struck on other Nicaean coins, of Constantinopolitan 
coins over Magnesian coins, of Thessalonican coins struck on Constantinopolitan coins, and of 
Nicaean coins struck over Thessalonican coins. In other words, overstrikes occurred not only 
in the same mint that produced the original, but also in different mints. Twenty-two overstrikes 
consist of billon trachea overstruck on earlier billon trachea," while the one Palaeologan 
overstrike involves a copper assarion struck on an earlier assarion.“’ Most obviously, base metal

Moreover, copper and some of its alloys were to some extent softer and, 
subsequently, easier to overstrike with new types.“* Close scrutiny of the present material also 
reveals that in the main traces of the undertype are usually found on the blank ‘ring’ outside the 
border surrounding the overtype, or somewhere around the outer part of the design inside the 
exterior circle.“ The existing overstrikes are mostly reverse on reverse,“* but also obverse on 
reverse, reverse on obverse,” and obverse on obverse. In the pages that follow Figures a’/b’ 
show accentuated the details of the undertype, which has escaped defacement, while Figures 
a/b show the coins unmarked. 

The study of the Ashmolean overstrikes reveals that for the Latin Imitations and for the 
billon coinage of the Thessalonican Ducas Manuel, small-module issues were overstruck on 
the clipped-down flans of earlier large-module types. Starting with the Latin Imitative series, 
small A was overstruck on large P (Fig. 1),”” and, in three cases, on large R (Figs. 2-4).

Small Latin B and F were re-struck on their large equivalents (Figs. 5-6),” and small G on 
the Thessalonican large-module C (Fig. 7).” As for Manuel Comnenus-Ducas’ coinage, small- 
module C is found on large F (Fig. 8),” small F on large A (Fig. 9)” and on large G (Fig. 10), 
small G on large E (Fig. 11),"° and small A, with reservation, on Theodore Comnenus-Ducas’ 
Type E (Fig. 12)."” This pattern of small-module coins being overstruck on the cut-up flans of 
their large-module analogues is important, for it would therefore seem reasonable to assume 
that large-module coins were earlier than their small-module ‘clones’.

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On Fig. 5 the emperor’s head and part of his chlamys are clearly visible, while on Fig. 6 the head and the lower 

body of the right hand figure of St. Constantine can be seen. 

“ On the obverse, the head, stemma, and loros of the left hand figure of St. Helena are clearly recognized. On the 
reverse there are traces of the cushion and leg of Christ’s throne. 

“ On the obverse the letters ...€cOA... of the undertype’s inscription are seen. On the reverse, the head and 

stemma of the emperor, the Manus Dei, part of the saint’s nimbus and the dotted cloud with the star in the centre 

are clearly recognizable. 

On Fig. 9 the existence of an undertype is attested by Christ’s drapery of the tunic and his feet on the obverse, 

and possibly by the outline of St Demetrius’ body on the reverse.

On Fig. 10 the outline of St. Michael’s left wing is visible on the obverse, and the legs of the throne, where 

Manuel and St. Demetrius were seated, are seen on the reverse.

In addition, the following overstrikes provide important evidence for establishing a sequence in 
the issues of Theodore I, Theodore Comnenus-Ducas and Manuel Comnenus-Ducas. The first 
overstrike shows Theodore I’s Second Coinage struck on the same emperor’s First Coinage. On 
Fig. 13 can be seen almost the whole figure of the emperor wearing stemma, divitision, collar- 
piece and loros, and holding a labarum-headed sceptre in his right hand.

The second overstrike represents Theodore Comnenus-Ducas’ Type C struck on his Type B 
(Fig. 14).“* The obverse of the undertype is revealed (barely) by part of Christ’s dotted nimbus, 
and the siglon A, but the reverse is more easily identified from the inscription ...AWP...[ and 
from the left hand figure of the emperor, holding in his right hand a sceptre cruciger, crowned 
by a nimbate figure.

Another Thessalonican overstrike of the same ruler presents his Type C over Type F, obverse 
on reverse (Fig. 15). The reverse of the undertype is visible with the emperor’s head and 
loros, the patriarchal cross, and the edge of the Manus Dei. These overstrikes indicate clearly 
that both Types B and F were earlier than Type C, which may also suggest that Type C was 
produced in greater numbers.

The last overstrike in this series represents Manuel Comnenus-Ducas’ Type A on his Type E 
(Fig. 16), as indicated by the undertype’s reverse showing part of the face and loros of the right 
hand figure of St. Constantine, as well as part of the inscription with the lettersKOC T. 


Cautious analysis of the available material also brings to light a further series of more interesting 
overstrikes. To begin with, three small Latin Imitative issues of Type G were re-struck on 
Direct Copies of Type C (Figs. 17-9). The clearest example (Fig. 17) shows the reverse of the 
undertype with the loros and face of the left hand figure of the emperor and the loros of the right 
hand figure of St. Constantine. Does this relationship support’s Touratsoglou’s claim that the 
Direct Copies were early Latin Imitative issues?“

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The next overstrike represents Thessalonican large Latin Imitation C on Constantinopolitan 
large Latin Imitation B (Fig. 20)."' The obverse of the undertype is identified by the traces of 
Christ’s nimbus, of the left side of his throne and of the abbreviation XC . The reverse is revealed 
by the traces of the cross (surmounting the globus) and of the imperial garment. This overstrike, 
originally deriving from the Yenimahalle hoard, throws more light on the identification of the 
mints striking the Latin Imitative series.

There is also a Nicaean-Latin overstrike representing the large Latin Imitative O over John 
III’s Type M (Fig. 21). Bendall discerned the undertype’s reverse with the oval shield next to 
the lower body of St. Constantine.“ Additionally, close study reveals traces of the undertype’s 
obverse on the other side of the coin, namely the letter X (part of the abbreviation XC) close 
to Christ’s left shoulder. This overstrike helps to place Type O in its chronological framework, 
which consists of 25 different types.

The limb of the nimbus cross and the left hand of Christ on the obverse, plus the nimbus and 
the right arm of St. Michael holding a sceptre, attest a Thessalonican-Latin overstrike, namely 
Manuel Comnenus-Ducas’ Type A over the large Latin Imitation P (Fig. 22). This gives a 
terminus for the latter of 1230-1237."

Although overstrikes are common in the Palaeologan period,“ the Ashmolean collection 
accommodates only one example (Fig. 23).* The overtype represents on the obverse the 
indictional letters NB with a star above and below, and has been customarily identified as 
Andronicus III’s Constantinopolitan assarion of Class III.“’ The undertype is visible with the 
lower part of the loros and a raised left arm holding in its crook a shaft.

This overstrike offers pivotal evidence for re-attributing Andronicus III’s assarion of Class III 
to Andronicus II-Michael IX’s joint reign.*’ Recent research has shown that, as in Thessalonica, 
Constantinopolitan assaria of Andronicus II-Michael IX depicted Andronicus II alone.“ 
Furthermore, Bendall has noted that the overtype (Fig. 23a) has been struck on four types of 
assaria of Andronicus II- Michael IX’s joint reign.*” On these grounds, if the overtype was an 
issue of Andronicus III, it would not have been produced so much later than its undertype.” 
Moreover, according to Bendall, the only assarion of Andronicus III - Class IV - albeit a very

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common coin - has not been found overstruck on any earlier issues.” In closing, it is certainly 
the case that the overtype is an issue of Andronicus II-Michael [X struck on Andronicus II- 
Michael IX’s Constantinopolitan assarion of Classes IV, VII, XVIII-XX, which in general 
share the same reverse design. 


8. Inscriptions and Monograms 
Because of the non-realistic treatment of facial features, figures on Late Byzantine coins are 
recognized only if the inscriptions name them. In other words, Late Byzantine legends furnish 
invaluable information, because, almost always, they enable us to attribute coins to issuing 
authorities.” Even when blundered, they still constitute reliable identifying criterion. 

Late Byzantine coin legends illustrate trends already present in the inscriptional tradition 
of Roman and of earlier Byzantine coins. Inscriptions on coins of the period 1204-1261 are 
divided into three classes: a) legends which follow the circumference of the coin and usually 
frame the left and right side of the type; b) inscriptions which are placed vertically to left and 
right of the type in lines of one, two or three letters;” and c) legends of five lines being the type 
themselves.” Inscriptions on Palaeologan coins continue the above three patterns, and also 
present a new scheme: a legend running in one linear or two linear/dotted outer circles.” 

Late Byzantine legends, except when forming the type themselves, do not function as part 
of the decorative pattern. On the contrary, they are adjusted to the design conforming to the 
vacant space within the circle of the type.” This supports the argument that the imperial effigy 
was engraved first, and the legend was added later.” This practice clashed with the engravers’ 
impulse to convey as much information as possible, increased the use of fragmentary legends 
and cut or abbreviated words,” and deteriorated the quality and legibility of the lettering. Thus, 
it is not surprising that only rarely does one find Late Byzantine coins where all the letters in 
the inscription are readable, and that one often encounters simplified letters in the form of one 
or more vertical strokes. 

Because of their official political and monetary nature,” Late Byzantine coin inscriptions 
in the Ashmolean collection provide a systematic source for the names and epithets of saints, 
for the names, titles and epithets of Late Byzantine emperors, as well as for invocations to

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imperial or holy personages (KVPIE BOHOE! 8C BACIAEIC). Moreover, they echo the 
emperor’s strong Christian faith (EN XW TW OEW MICTOC BACIAEVC), as well as his self- 
appointment as OV XAPITI BACIAEVC TWN PWMAIWN. On the other hand, they only rarely 
give the name of a city (TOAIC_ @ECCAAONIKH),” or even of the coin itself (IOAITIKON). 

The emperor’s Christian name is given, either abbreviated or cut with the last letters of 
the name omitted (IW for JUANNHC, XM and less regularly MX for MIXAHA; @€0A for 
OE€OAWPOC, ANA for ANAPONIKOC,MAN for MANOVHA). Normally the imperial name 
was followed by imperial titles." The most extensively used imperial title for the whole period 
1204-1453 was that of despot (AECNMOTHC)” often followed by the name O A&KAC, which 
was used as a sort of royal title.’ Other titles were basileus, alone (B ACIAEVC/B ACIAEIC) 
or as BACIAEVC/BACIAEIC (TWN) PWMAIWN, and autokrator, alone (AVTOKPATWP) 
or as AVTOKPATWP/AVTOKPATOPEC (TWN) PWMAIWN. The title AVTOKPATOPEC 
PWMAIWN was first employed on hyperpyra, basilica and assaria of Andronicus II-Michael 
IX, while the title of BACIAEVC TWN PWMAIWN first appears on stavrata of John V and 
of Manuel II. As for the imperial epithets, the most intriguing is the lengthy porphyrogenitus 
(MOP#VPOFENNHTOC) on coins of John III] and Theodore II. Finally, patronymics 
followed in sequence. For the Nicaean rulers the patronymics used were KOMNHNOC or O 
AACKAPIC, for the Thessalonican emperors KOMNHNOC, always followed by O A&KAC,™ for 
the Palaeologans O MAAAIOAOFOC. John VI was addressed with the abbreviation KNT for 
KANTAKOVZHNOC. It is certainly interesting that patronymics were generally not abbreviated, 
indicating the engravers’ preference to emphasize the whole title and thus the authority and 
continuity of the dynastic families. 

Inscriptions on Late Byzantine coins were in the Greek alphabet. Only on Andronicus 
II-Michael [X’s basilicon of Class VIII do the inscriptions run from right to left.” Letters 
were always capitalised, sometimes retrograde, and were very rarely adorned with serifs. The 
lettering generally increased in size, and automatically, due to the lack of space, deteriorated in 
legibility particularly in inscriptions between double borders. Differences in the lettering and 
spelling mistakes are common especially in late Palaeologan inscriptions, testifying to a lack of 
care in execution and to varying degrees of literacy among the engravers. The letters regularly 
confused by the die-sinkers were:

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9. New issues and varieties of Late Byzantine coins 


Rare issues 

The collection of Late Byzantine coins of the Ashmolean Museum includes a number of rare 
types, that appear to be the second or the third known examples (210, 212, 214-5, 216, 321, 643, 
850, 1095). It contains also issues, which have not been recorded in the most recent reference 


catalogues, and it sheds light on new varieties of sigla, which complement the existing listings 
of PCPC and of DOC V. 


New issues 

The aspron trachy (bill.) of the Latin Empire of Constantinople (1204-1261) represents on the 
obverse a beardless military saint holding in his right hand a spear and in his left hand a shield, 
and on the reverse an emperor holding in his right hand a trilobate sceptre, and in his left hand 
a globus cruciger (103-6). 


The aspron trachy (bill.), attributed by Bendall to Michael II Comnenus-Ducas (c. 1236-1268) 
of the Despotate of Epirus, presents on the obverse St. Demetrius with a sword in his right 
hand, and a shield in his left hand, and on the reverse the emperor crowned by Christ and 
holding a sceptre cruciger in his right hand, and an anexikakia in his left hand (471-3). 


The aspron trachy (AR) of Michael VIII Palaeologus (1261-1282) represents on the obverse the 
enthroned Christ, and on the reverse the emperor holding in his right hand a labarum-headed 
sceptre, and in his left a globus surmounted by a patriarchal cross (480). 


New varieties 


The hyperpyron (AV) of Andronicus II Palaeologus representing the emperor nimbate, bears on 
the obverse the following new siglon, hl (632).

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Presentation of the Catalogue, the ordering of the coins, and the conventions employed 

The coins have been listed chronologically according to emperor,” and have been numbered 
consecutively throughout, giving each type a separate number under each mint, metal and 
denomination with a further letter and numeral breakdown to distinguish varieties and individual 
specimens.” The customary numismatic abbreviations have been used for gold (AV), silver 
(AR) and copper (AE). Electrum (el.) is used to describe alloys of gold and silver, and billon 
(bill.) is used to describe silver less than 30 per cent pure, but more than 5 per cent. As in most 
recent works,’” the religious side of the coin is treated as the obverse, and the imperial/secular 
side as the reverse," except for a very small number of cases where the imperial side is treated 
as the obverse.” 

The descriptions of the iconography and the recording of the inscriptions are faithful to the 
original coins; attempt was made to reproduce actual letter forms. The special fonts used for 
the coin inscriptions were first created by the late Professor Nicholas Oikonomides in 1986, 
and were subsequently enriched by the late Glen Rubby and the Publications Department of 
Dumbarton Oaks (Washington, D.C.). The numbering of the sigla is that of Bendall’s tables,” 
which were reproduced in DOC V. The diameters are maximal in millimetres (mm), and the 
weights are in grams (g); clipped (after they were issued), broken (after they were lost or 
deposited) and pierced coins are indicated, because this affects their weight. Die-axes are all 
noted, despite the fact that most of them approximate to 6 o’clock. The catalogue also notes the 
source of each coin in the collection, together with its historic and modern provenance, and the 
date of acquisition, when known. 

Finally, there are systematic references to Hendy’s DOC IV, to Grierson’s DOC V, to 
the second edition of Sear’s reference listing of Byzantine coins, to Bendall’s catalogue of 
his Palaeologan collection (PCPC), to Bendall’s and Donald’s work on later Palaeologan 
coinage (LPC), and to specific articles and publications that list and/or illustrate the same or 
similar coins. It should be noted that, if no DOC reference is given, the type was lacking in 
the collection at the time DOC IV and V were published, but is not necessarily missing from 
the Dumbarton Oaks Collection now. The dating of the types largely follows the method used 
in DOC IV and V. Finally, all coins are illustrated by kind permission of the Visitors of the 
Ashmolean Museum.

Previous ownership and origins of the coins 


The collection which forms this catalogue has a history of exceptional breadth and depth. 
It has been strengthened by a number of selected pieces, which were obtained from dealers 
throughout Europe and the USA, although the vendors generally had no information regarding 
where the coins originated. Moreover, a substantial proportion of the coins came from private 
collectors and scholars or from museums by exchange. Contributions were also made by various 
benefactors, who brought valuable supplements to the Byzantine series, turning the Ashmolean 
collection into an instrument of research and of teaching. 

The following two lists give essential information about the modern and the historical 
sources of the coins. They are intended to be used as indexes to the provenances recorded in 
the Catalogue, and as a rough guide to the profile and background of the dealers, collectors, 
scholars and firms that have been involved.

The teaching collection 
of Byzantine coins was assembled essentially between 1947 and 1960. In 1950 the collection 
of the archaeologist Thomas Whittemore was bequeathed to Harvard. Although in the series 
of Dumbarton Oaks Byzantine Collection Publications both the Dumbarton Oaks and the 
Whittemore collections appear, the Whittemore collection is now kept in the Fogg Art Museum 
in Cambridge, Mass, and only duplicates from it are deposited at Dumbarton Oaks on permanent 
loan.
